Patching our history 

Kids will have an opportunity to explore 
their own ideas with guidance and sup- 
port by “mentors” such as professional 
writers, actors, directors, musicians, 
dancers, and visual artists, as part of the 
Alberta Quilt Project, a three-act pres- 
entation encompassing the history of 
Alberta from prehistoric times to the 
present day. Approximately 300 Alberta 
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youths, ages |3-22, will choose a focus 
area of interest such as music or writing, 
but have a chance to explore all mediums. 

The creation of this year’s Alberta 
Quilt, at the Citadel July 18 - Aug. 6, will 
occur over a three-week period of “in- 
spiration, gestation and demonstration.” 
John Murrell, chief writing adviser for 
the project and one of the mentors in- 
volved in the program, co-authored a 
sketchbook which roughly outlines the 
three sections of the production: pre- 
human and early human history, the 
stories and histories of the Native Peo- 
ples of Alberta, and scenes based upona 
patchwork of newspaper-like headlines 
outlining various events from the | 700s 
to the 1990s. 

However, Murrell stresses that the 
sketchbook is only a guideline, and that 
the youths involved are the ones who 
will elaborate upon the themes and is- 
sues to be presented in the production. 

“I've been working with a team of 
about 14 writers, who have chosen 
what interested them to write about 
from the basic information that was 
there. Sometimes they took quite an 
individual spin on those ideas and took 
them into a whole new direction of 
their own,” he says. 

Much of this work that Murrell de- 
scribes was done by the participants in 
advance. 

The amalgamation of this material will 
occur July 18 - Aug. |, followed by public 
performances from Aug. | -6 at City Hall, 
the Legislature, and Churchill Square.

Tough Medicine 


hile many areas have been 

hit hard by the Klein gov- 
ernment’s deficit reduction plan, 
perhaps none has been targetted 
so severely as the province's so- 
cial services system. Since being 
elected, the government has re- 
duced the province's welfare rolls 
by more than 34,000 cases and 
has shaved approximately $350 
million from the Family and So- 
cial Services budget. In one year 
alone they have exceeded the 
goals of their three-year plan for 
trimming the province’s supports 
for independence program. 

For the Tories, this is touted as 
a testament to the effectiveness of 
their “don’t blink” approach to 
deficit reduction. For the non- 
profit agencies, social workers, 
and volunteers who deal with 
those affected by such cuts, these 
statistics are proof of a govern- 
ment that seems blind to the 
suffering of others. 

Last year a single mother re- 
ceived $1,014 per month plus a 
number of supplementary bene- 
fits. Today that same mother 
receives $899. Supplementary 
benefits have been eliminated. A 
single employable adult now re- 
ceives $394 per month for 
everything, including rent, utili- 
ties, food, transportation, 
clothing, and medicine. 


| Under the new rules established 
October, damage deposits for 


_ rental accommodations are issued 


only once and school expense al- 
lowances have been cut from $125 


to $25 per child per year. The 
result has caused an unprecedent- 
ed demand on many of the 
province’s preventive social serv- 
ices programs and agencies. 

Preventive social services are in 
place to assist individuals and fam- 
ilies before problems reach a crisis 
stage. Because of the drastic cuts, 
many programs and agencies now 
find themselves forced to assist 
clients in obtaining the basic ne- 
cessities of life rather than 
providing preventive counselling 
or support services.

Agency worries 


For those people working in 
the non-profit community, news 
of the merger came as a devastat- 
ing blow.

These non-profit agencies and 
programs receive funding through 
the province’s Family and Com- 
munity Support Services program 
(FCSS). Until recently, the $34 
million in FCSS funds was given 


to communities from the Depart-" 


ment of Family and Social 
Services. In February, responsi- 
bility for the disbursement of FCSS 
funds, which had previously been 
given as 80 percent funding with 
a required 20 percent matching 
from municipal governments, was 
turned over to the Department of 
Municipal Affairs. 

The department rolled togeth- 
er funding for five separate 
provircial programs, creating a 
single unconditional municipal 
grant. The five programs includ- 


“Municipalities saw losing the 
whole infrastructure that we've 
been working under for 30 years 
for preventive social services,” 
says John Lackey, the manager of 
Edmonton’s community and fam- 
ily services department . “When 
its unconditional, people can for- 
get why its there.” 

Initially, Social Services Minis- 
ter Mike Cardinal had told FCSS 
funded agencies to expect a five 
percent cut every year for the next 
three years, for a cumulative re- 
duction of 15 percent. After the 
merger “most municipalities 
found, to their shock, that it 
wasn’t five percent at all. For us it 
worked out to around 14 percent, 
and for some communities like 
Lloydminster it was as high as 19

percent,” explains Lackey. 

After an Outcry from the munic- 
ipalities, the government conceded 
to aone-time transitional grant that 
would ensure the cuts stayed at the 
originally announced five percent. 
For Edmonton, the temporary re- 
prieve amounted to an additional 
$755,000. Unfortunately, it has 
only postponed the problem to 
next year when the reduction will 
be 14 percent. 


Larry Derkach of Edmonton’s | 


Bissell Centre has seen first-hand 


how cuts to social assistance have | 


changed the roles of many FCSS 
agencies. “We are absolutely hav- 
ing to do more intervention and 
crisis work than before, and the 
things we're having to intervene 
about are more serious than be- 
fore,” he says. 

“There’s fewer places to refer 
people and people on assistance 
have far less flexibility. Even some- 
thing like a kid losing a pair of 
shoes or tearing a pair of pants can 
throw a family into acrisis, because 
where is the money coming from?” 

Although many non-profit agen- 
cies have voiced concern over the 
situation, many are hesitant to pro- 
test too loudly for fear of being 
penalized by the government. 

“Many agencies are afraid to 
speak out because they are still 
dependent on the provincial gov- 
ernment for other grants and some 
of their core funding. They are 
afraid if they make too much noise 
that when their grant is up for re- 
newal they may get shut right out,” 
explains Lackey. 

While cuts to health care, educa- 
tion and seniors programs have 





prompted angry voters to lobby 
and protest, cuts to social servic- 
es spending has been largely 
tolerated, perhaps even support- 
ed by the public. 

Jonathan Murphy of Edmonton's 
Social Planning Council, believes that 
public apathy over the plight of poor 
Albertan’s is due to the fact that dur- 
ing times of economic crisis people 
tend to look after themselves first 
and tend to distance themselves from 
people in need. 


“It's important when you're feel- 
ing insecure to look at people in 
need and say “Well they're on wel- 
fare because they are bums. It could 
never happen to me.’ because 
they’re worried about it happening 
to them,” he explains. 

He also points out that people 
may have an inflated idea of how 
much of the province’s budget is 
actually spent on welfare. While 
only about seven percent of the 
province's budget is spent on so- 
cial assistance, people often assume 
it is much higher. 

Murphy cautions that the chang- 
es currently taking place under the 
Klein government will forever alter 
our province’s social safety net. If 
programs like FCSS are allowed to 
disappear into an indistinguisha- 
ble collection of municipal grants, 
they may very well be lost forever. 
“Once you've given up government 
control of services its very difficult 
to pull them back,” he explains. 
“Maybe you can save the things that 
are left, but as far as restoring some 
of what we had, its unlikely.” @

Hack and Slash, unlike the other 
cartoon duos, may not be a house- 
hold name yet, but their time is 
coming. 

Writer Kerry Elliott's and artist 
Edward Mah’s comic book The Ad- 
ventures of Hack and Slasb will be 
distributed all over North America 
on August 21. Until now, Elliott 
and Mah's creation have been a 
not-so-well-kept secret among Ed- 
monton’s comic book fans. After 
first garnering attention as part of 
the Warp One comic shop’s news- 
letter, local publishers Mint Comics 
put out a Western Canada edition 
of The Adventures of Hack and 
Slasb last spring. It attracted atten- 
tion from B.C. to Manitoba. 

Just back from attending a com- 
ics convention in Yellowknife, 
Elliott (delegated to handle inter- 
views), explains he and Mah met in 
acommercial art class while attend- 
ing Harry Ainlay High School. “We 
were always the guys who got into 
trouble for doodling instead of lis- 
tening. Fortunately, we managed 
to get away with it eventually.” 

The partnership of Elliott and 
Mah spawned the characters of 
Hack and Slash, two schleppy-look- 
ing underachievers who 
respectively gain a meat cleaver and 
a pair of sai, and battle evil with 
their comical strengths. “Hack and 
Slash were originally two muscular 
villains for a serious comic. Back 
then, they didn’t look at all the 
same, except that they carried big 
mean weapons. 

“We got tired of doing serious 
cartoons. As time went by, we start- 
ed coming up with some funny 
ones, and we thought that Hack 
and Slash were funny names, and 
we could do a lot with their charac- 
ters. So, we went from there and 
developed Hack and Slash the way 
they look now,” Elliott explains.

stereotypically tough and intelli- 
gent comic book superheroes. “We 
based the characters of Hack and 
Slash upon what we feel is the true 
comic book fan.

show a Mad Magazine influence. 
At first glance there is cause to 
wonder if the comic was, in fact, 
drawn by two separate artists. 

“All of the artwork was done by 
Ed,” Elliott is quick to clarify. “Eddie 
is actually extremely talented. He’s 
fortunate because he can emulate 
virtually any artist I know to a “T’. 

“I think that’s part of the fun, 
thatina very serious-looking world 
where there’s some evil-looking 


villains, there are these two totally 
silly-looking cartoon characters that 
can be so strong and just fit in so 
well.” 

Back in their high school days, 
Elliott and Mah didn’t realize that 
they would be able to make their 
livings as cartoonists. “We love do- 
ing it, but neither of us really 
thought that there was going to be 
any kind of success, any kind of 
way to make a living doing it. 

“When the opportunity came about 
to make a comic book, we originally 
said no because we thought it was 
too risky. Then we talked about it 
and as time went by we thought we 
should give it a shot, to get it out 
there and let the public decide for us 
if it was worth pursuing.” 

The public responded loud and 
clear — they couldn't get enough of 
Hack and Slash. When the characters 
appeared in the Warp One newslet- 
ter, it quickly disappeared from the 
shelves. The Western Canada edi- 
tion of The Adventures of Hack and 
Slasb is also doing well, and Elliot 
and Mah are in the process of quit- 
ting their day jobs to begin careers as 
full-time cartoonists. 

Avid comic book collectors may 
also want to get ahold of this com- 
ic, as it isa limited edition. Elliott 
says that the North American edi- 
tion “has a different cover, and 
chances are that it will be in full 
color, whereas the other one is 
black and white on the inside.” 

Elliott also speculates about fu- 
ture projects which may include a 
regular Hack and Slash news: per 
comic strip and possibly Piet 
sion cartoon series. 

Elliott and Mah's talents have also 
generated interest from Dark Horse 
Comics, a major U.S. comic book 
publishing company.

n June 27, the sold-out gala 
opening of Phantom of the 


Opera at the Jubilee lived up to 
expectations. The usual grab bag of 


local personalities and politicos | 


were basking in each other’s auras 
of recognition, anticipating the 
event to open their summer sca- 
son. A crush of feathered and 
tuxedoed bodies sequestered the 
truffle and champagne booth, mak- 
ing it the hot spot to shmooze 
amongst their glittering peers. The 


Phantom kiosks, strategically posi- | 


tioned throughout the Jube lobby, 
had a variety of souvenirs to hawk. 
Even an under-$20 cart placed out- 
side for those taxed-to-death smokers 
was made available. Revelers wore a 
carnival of costumes that ranged from 
the designer drop-dead look to a 
variation of trailer trash off-the-rack 
duds. Yet a common thread ran 
amongst the crowd — the excitement 
of being at an event! 

Phantom has become the biggest 
cash cow ever for Livent Entertain- 
ment. To date since its opening in 
1989 at the renovated Pantages 
Theatre in Toronto to its perennial 
Canadian touring runs, the show 
has brought in $375 million or 20 
percent of the worldwide gross. 
The Disneyesque approach to sell- 
ing live theatre as a glossy tourist 
must-see attraction has the crowds 
swilling in the incessant media 
blitz that has gone on since its 
touring inception.

Break out

A new concert hall will finally 
grace downtown Edmonton

WW: after four or so years, 
it’s all over but the shouting 
for Edmonton’s long-awaited con- 
cert hall. Yes sir, it’s finally over. 
Except, ofcourse, the groundbreak- 
ing, and construction, that’s all. 
Oh, and except for the acoustician’s 
designs, the fittings, the plumbing, 
the wiring, and all that. All done, 
except for the grand opening, the 
relocation of - among other groups 
- the Edmonton Symphony Orches- 
tra and administration. And then, 
of course, there’s the actual surviv- 
al of the hall, and the arts groups 
who will make use of it from here 
to eternity. And, the worrying about 
the viability and maintainability of 
Edmonton's major arts groups, and 
even its minor ones. 

Come to think of, I guess it really 
is hardly near “over” at that. It just 
seems that way, since it’s taken 14 
long years of guesswork, second- 
guessing, designs and redesigns, 
foundations dissolved and revived, 
and adminsitrative committees 
struck, and struck again (about the 
face and body) to even reach this 
point. 

But this point bas been reached, 
and at an outdoor press conference, 
held at the future site of Edmonton’s 
long-awaited concert hall on July 7, 
Edmonton Symphony Managing Di- 
rector, and head of the Concert Hall 
Foundation, Bob McPhee, made the 
announcements Edmontonians have 
known were coming fora long time. 

Once everything is taken into ac- 
count, with money tagged for the 
hall’s construction, for furniture and 
fixtures, a $1 million pipe organ, 
more set aside for operational costs 
from last year to the year the hall 
opens (Sept. 1997), and even more 
for an endowment fund to ensure 
the hall stays viable, the price tag for 







and will put three of Edmonton’s 
largest arts administrations within 
a couple of blocks of each other. 

The building is to be called the 
Francis Winspear Centre for Music. 
This should come as a surprise or a 
disappointment to no one. Dr. Win- 
spear has been as dedicated a 
patron to Edmonton’s arts as any- 
one, and more so than many. When, 
four years ago, a concert hall was 
first announced as a gleam in the 
Edmonton Symphony Society’s eye, 
Dr. Winspear committed $6 mil- 
lion to the project, and has stuck to 
it, making Dr. Winspear’s donation 
the largest single gift to an individ- 
ual artistic venue ever.

“It will hold 1800 people,” says 
Bob McPhee, “though 150 of that is 
behind the orchestra, in the choir 
loft.” If some of the design features 
sound similar between this hall and 
the Jack Singer Hall in Calgary’s Cen- 
tre for the Performing Arts, it should 
then come as no surprise that the 
acoustician hired for Edmonton’s 
Winspear Centre is the the same as 
the one used in Calgary. New York- 
based Artec, and specialist Russell 
Johnson will once again ensure the 
pristine clairity of sound presently 
enjoyed by concert goers in Birming- 
ham, Dallas, Calgary, North York, 
and other places Artec has designed. 

The money for the hall breaks down 
something like this: the City ofEdmon- 
ton kicks in with the site, and their 
contribution is based on that. It works 
out to about $6 million.

Hard to be humble 


Chatting with up and coming country 
crooner Rick Trevino Is a strange experi- 
ence. In his manner, his politeness and his 
endearing humbleness, the 22-year-old 
singer is strikingly similar to country su- 
perstar Garth Brooks.

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Hybrid vigor 
Ronny Jordan’s acid jazz eats away 
at the mainstream

here’s a new presence making 

itself felt on the musical block. 
Combining the best of sounds from 
the two most important “western” 
black music styles extant -- jazz and 
hip-hop - this music, usually known 
as acid jazz, has emerged from the 
relative obscurity of British clubs 
and American “beat” streets to gal- 
vanize a whole new generation of 
musical voyageurs. One of the big- 
gest names in this vital, 
cross-cutting genre is English gui- 
tarist Ronny Jordan, who has been 
preaching the “acid jazz” gospel for 
more than a decade now. Jordan 
appeared here in Edmonton as part 
of Jazz City 1994, and the following 
excerpts were gleaned from an inter- 
view with the man himself prior to a 
sold-out performance at the Side- 
track Cafe on Monday, June 27. 

Jordan is not at all surprised by 
the attention that the music is gen- 
erating, nor to the rather rapid 
growth of the genre; both in terms 
of listeners drawn to the music’s 
blending of the best of the old and 
the new, and by the numbers of 
musicians now exploring the op- 
tions offered by such a 
hybridization. “As far back as 1980,” 
Jordan notes, “I knew that if jazz 
was to be merged with any new 
style it had to be hip hop. It took a 
bit longer than I thought, but I’m 
not surprised at all.” 

Such vindication must be some- 
what satisfying to Jordan, who 
embarked on a jazz road decidedly 
less travelled by becoming one of the 
few entirely self-taught players in the 
genre. No conservatory lessons here; 
just an honest desire to make the 
kind of music he wanted on his own 
terms. After his father, also a self- 
taught guitar player, encouraged the 
young Ronny at about age four, Jor- 
dan moved through a variety of styles 
and influences, from the funk of 
James Brown and Parliament to the 


. jazz of Wes Montgomery, Grant 


Green and Miles Davis, and the sax 
stylings of Charlie Parker, John Col- 
trane and Eric Dolphy. 


Ne boundaries 


Something must certainly have 
clicked, because in 1991 Jordan had 
his first certifiable “hit,” a gritty, chop- 
py and ultimately funkified hip-hop 
version of a Miles Davis signature 
tune, “So What.” Two albums, The 
Antidote and The Quiet Revolution 
have since followed and Jordan’s 
star is definitely in the ascendant. 
Jordan feels that it was no accident 
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somewhat, and something he feels 
is a bit of a stumbling block for jazz 
musicians trying to gain acceptance 
outside its American cultural 
boundaries is the lack of recogni- 
tion accorded British jazz 
musicians. “It was, and still is, dif- 
ficult,” says Jordan, “being a jazz 
musician in Britain. If you’re black 
and American, it’s cool. If you're 
black and British, it’s not. For 
instance, my compatriot Court- 
ney Pine has never played Ronnie 
Scott’s in London. Can you be- 
lieve that? ...1 don’t know what's 
going on there, but it just seems 
as though it’s not hip to be a 
British jazz musician... you get 
overlooked all the time.” 


A whole new thing 


Still, Jordan does see the “acid 
jazz” phenomenon as a great new 
vehicle to change some of these 
attitudes, especially as “there’s a 
whole new thing emerging... it be- 
gan in Britain but now there are 
bands in Canada and the USA, 
among other places, that are doing 
really well.” Jordan feels that he 
has played a key role in establish- 
ing the genre, by “encouraging 
other artists, like Jamiroquai, US3 
and the Digable Planets” to pick up 
the musical ball and run with it. 

The most important thing to Ron- 
ny Jordan, however, when all is 
said and done, is respect. He con- 
siders himselfa man ofaction rather 
than words, and feels that in to- 
day’s megabuck music industry, 
scruples and principles are far too 
often compromised for often-fleet- 
ing commercial success, usually on 
terms that leave an artist little or 
no self-respect. Jordan wants peo- 
ple to know that “what I’ve done 
has taken years to do, and I've 
been put off by the whole proc- 
ess... by a lot of people, but I’ve 
been determined and stuck to 
my guns... even though I didn’t 
receive a lot of encouragement. 
But, I’m now doing exactly what 
I like; I’m not compromising and 
I’m in a niche I enjoy.” 


Dog-eat-dog 


After overcoming the inconsist- 
encies of the British music scene 
(with its dog-eat-dog emphasis on 
pop music), and helping to invent 
and refine a vibrant new music 
form, Jordan still feels that, what- 
ever else may happen in his life, the 
debt he owes to jazz ‘music can

From Claude Berri lean de Florette, 
Manon of the Springs, Tess of the 
d’Urbervilles), comes his latest film, 
Germinal. Based on a novel by Emile 
Zola, the film is presented in his usual 
grand heroic, emotive style. “In Zola, 
the epic and the burlesque stand side 
by side,” said Berri of the 19th century 
French novelist.

Northern Arch 
(ECCS) 


Appreciating “new” music often means 
delving into elements that may have 
little to do with the music itself — for 
instance, Investigating the debris sur- 
rounding the crater of a nuclear explo- 
sion may be as critical as surveying the 
actual bomb site itself. 

Employing that logic may make it 
easier to digest the musical 
idiosyncracies of seven ambitious Al- 
berta artists profiled in the Edmonton 
Composers Concert Society's first CD 
collection called Northern Arch. And 
those who spent a greater portion of 
their lives in a province with a sparse 
geographic landscape prone to freezing 
winters and arid summers may make 
some synaptic connections with what 

these composers are trying to convey. 

Most of the contributors make great 
use of aural space such that the instru- 
ments are able to “breathe” in an at- 
mosphere unhampered by any asphyxi- 
ating presence of majesty. Violet Arch- 
er’s “Soliloquies for B Flat and A Clari- 
nets” sound as appropriate for per- 
formance in a Greek Orthodox church 
in Waskatenau as in a cosmopolitan 
cathedral. Allan Gordon Bell's “Old 
Coyote’s Saturday Night for Piano” and 
Robert Rosen’s “Meditation No. 6 ‘Re- 
turn’ for Plano” are piercing odes to 
expressionism created in a barren cli- 
mate. The relatively more “prepared” 

_ work of Brent Lee (“Masquette V for 
Piano Trio”) eerily challenges our flat 
horizons with percussive plucking and 

_ droning strings. 

Bolder statements made by Reinhard 
Berg's “Christ ist Erstanden” and 
- Ronald Hannah’s “Five Preludes for 
Organ.” Both could stand as powerful 
interpretations of the challenges that

our forebearers had to make and con- 
stant reminders of what lies ahead. 
Polish emigrant Piotr Grella-Mozejko's

Symphonic Music 

Of The Rolling Stones 
(RCA) 


This is a case where you get pretty much 
what what you guessed you'd get, only 
less. That is if you, like the creators of 
this disc, guessed that It would bea good 
idea to record a bunch of Rolling Stones 
songs the way composer John (“Star Wars 
Theme”) Williams probably hums them 
to himself when he’s out in the driveway 
on Saturday afternoon washing the Lear 
Jet. The only saving grace Is that, to my 
knowledge, a sequel featuring the music 
of Guns 'N Roses has not been planned, 
but then, they’re doing this sort of thing 
to their own material anyway... 

Too often, it’s impossible to deter- 
mine exactly which Stones cut is being 
“classicized” because the overblown ar- 
rangements go meandering all over the 
place, finally touching down on a familiar 
hook for, oh, a moment or two, and then 
it's up and away with the entire 48 instru- 
ments, 47 of which have nothing to do 
with rock and roll. Imagine what life 
would be like if the Stones had replaced 
Brian Jones with Andrew Lloyd Webber 
and the picture becomes clearer. 


The saddest part is that no one thought 
of hiring David Bowie to narrate a la 
“Peter and the Wolf”. I can hear it now — 
David's light, whispery voice, with just a 
trace of s Cockney accent, at the perfect 
moment uttering something like “...and 
then Keith paid the man, said thank you, 
and disappeared into the bathroom...”

BROTHERS BAND 
Where It All Begins 
(Sony) 


Sometimes moments pass in a band’s 
career, that no matter how hard they try, 
they just can’t recapture them. This can 
be said for the Aliman Brothers Band, still 
considered the seminal influence for the 
southern rock sound. By the title of their 


latest album, Where It All Began, it 
sounds as though the band is trying to 
once again go back to their roots, an 
oft-used expression when a band has 
run out of ideas and so tries to capital- 
ze on the past. Beginning with the 
mildly energetic “All Night Train,” 
which is marred by conspicuously off- 
key organ riffs, the album slides into a 
wave of mediocrity. After losing some 
key band members, the current line-up 
simply cannot regain the energy and 
power of their previous work. Some- 
times it’s better that a band be remem- 


bered for what they were, not what they | 
became.

Beethoven: Piano Variations 
(London) 


For Beethoven, the theme and variation 
form was a means to accomplish several 
ends.

Unfortunately, the faults 
in his playing show through as well as the 


ing the recording of this cycle, which covers 
a fair degree of territory in Beethoven’s 
piano writing.

The recording overplays the pedal a 
little too much, and while the expertise 
of the fingering, and the occasional flashes 
of genuine personality are welcome, they 
are rather not enough in the end.

THE VILETONES 
The Viletones 
(Other People’s Music) 


In the volatile punk explosion of the "70s, 
The Viletones were touted as the loud- 
est, nastiest and best of Toronto's then- 
elite brigade of safety pin and spit rock- 
ers. Recently, singer/frontman Steve 
Leckie took himself out of moth balls to 
do a round of media baiting on behalf of 
his band and this, its recent reissue. While 
his trashing of soft core “issue” bands like 





Moxy Fruvous and the Barenaked Ladies 
was not only expected but in a sense 
welcomed (particularly in this ever-so- 
droll age of political correctness), the 
most telling aspect of Leckie’s Media Tour 
"94 was the response from Toronto’s 
rock press, who climbed all over each 
other in order to resurrect a notion 
that’s proven to be very popular out 
there: namely, the stating and restating of 
Toronto’s eminence as a legitimate punk 
birthplace, right alongside N.Y.C. and 
London, UK. 

Uh-huh. If you believe the hype, the 
Viletones wrote and performed several 
stellar underground rock classics (like 
the mega-hyped “Possibilities”), but when 
| actually checked this disc out, the only 
sound that really jumped out at me was 
the sound of mediocrity, with a de rigeur 
bad attitude riding shotgun. | concluded 
that the Viletones, then as now, are bet- 
ter at being calied a great band than they 
are at actually being one. 

From this hack’s perspective, of course, 
Vancouver, not Toronto, was the pre- 
miere launching pad for the‘majority of 
Canada’s most notable punk bands 
(0.0.A., the Subhumans, the Young Ca- 
nadians, the Dishrags, | could go on...). 
And basically, the facts (ond the music) 
support this position. That must be why 
everybody in the, ahem, Little Apple is 
talking so much (and so loudly) about the 
Viletones: it’s the good car stereo/bad 
car noise effect— if you crank up the 
stereo, you don’t hear anything when the 
transmission falls out. Capiche?

Deep Six 
(A&M) 


It won't be long before Buttskronk, 
Alabama replaces the Emerald City as 
the next trendy incubator, so naturally 
A&M didn’t waste any time issuing a 
collection of such founding flannel fli- 
ers as the Melvins, Soundgarden, 





Malfunkshun, Skin Yard, Green River 
and U-Men. On Deep Six, most of these 
mid-’80s bands didn’t so much sow the 
yet-ungerminated seeds of grunge as 
much as they tried to heart-punch the 
dying punk scene back to some level of 
sustenance. Listen to tracks by the 
Cramps-ish U-Men and a Blitzkrieg 
boppin’ Melvins and you'll see what | 
mean. 

Seattle's garage days weren't entirely 
devoid of sophistication, since groups 
like Malfunkshun and Skin Yard owed 
a bass slap or two to Bill Laswell’s 
Material and New York’s punk jazz 
movement. But traces of what was to 
become a musical raison d'etre for the 
Loser Generation are quite evident in 
early recordings by Green River (Mark 
Arm’s self-deprecating wails would 
eventually become trademarks in 
Mudhoney), and the stridency of Led 
Zeppelin and Black Sabbath riffs obvi- 
ously did not go unnoticed by a very 
impressionable Chris Cornell, of the 
then truly superunknown Soundgarden. 

These decade-old masters aren’t ex- 
actly spit-shined, but they do reflect 
the days of a community that strived 
for identity long before media atten- 
tion and deaths due to personal ex- 
cesses turned Seattle into a rock ‘n’ 
roll circus. Get it while the corpse is 
still fresh.

WILLY DEVILLE 
Backstreets of Desire 


(Warner) 


For the man known formerly as Mink 
DeVille, Backstreets of Desire is a return 
from longstanding personal and substance 
abuse problems. DeVille is a strong song- 
writer with raw, punchy vocals that vary 
in their intensity from song to song. In- 
cluding such guests as Dr. John, the first 
part of the album features New Orleans- 
style jazzy, bluesy numbers such as “All in 
the Name of Love” and “Lonely Hunter,” 
which features the lyrics and vocal deliv- 
ery of a Dylan — with avoice.

Then, there’s several songs 
which transgresses different styles, cul- 
minating with another version of “All in 
the Name of Love,” dubbed the “Salva- 
tion Army Version,” brass band and all. A 
surprisingly strong comeback, Backstreets 
will establish DeVille as a credible song- 
writer with an unmistakeably original 
approach.

ORCHESTRA OF IRELAND 
Tchaikovsky: Suites Nos. 1&2 
(Naxos) 


The world’s pre-eminent super-budget 
label is spreading some programming 
wings with its latest crop of new releases. 
All retail at about seven or eight dollars 








for a single CD, so to come across those 
that lend themselves to a collector on the 
basis of performance alone, without re- 
gard to price, is a an extra special treat. 

Such is the case with this little gem 
from the National Symphony Orhcestra 
oflreland. Perhaps feeling they have some- 
thing to prove now that they have se- 
cured an international recording deal with 
both Naxos and Marco Polo (Naxos’ full- 
price parent company), the orchestra's 
performance of these first two 
Tchaikovsky suites is first rate, imbued 
with touches of wit and nuance better 
orchestras and more expensive record- 
ings has missed. 

Stefan Sanderling conducts the Irish 
ensemble with a subdued and measured 
tone which gives the suites a lighter touch 
not unwanted from these pieces. Re- 
corded sound is lush, and nicely balanced, 
and this disc rivals many others out there 
at mid and full price.

CHRIS SPEDDING 
The Enemy Within 
(Other People’s Music) 


Hailed regularly as one of Europe’s very 
best session men, guitarist Chris Spedding 
(a.k.a. “Mr. One Take”) has never really 
made a name for himself on our shores 
despite a long career and a large body 
of work. Trivia buffs know him as the 
man that was there (and attesting to 
their actual playing ability) when the 
Sex Pistols were cutting Never Mind 
The Bollocks and fighting slanted press 
biases, but to everyone else his highest 
degree of visibility may have been his 
appearance on a couple of Bryan Ferry 
solo records in the 70s or his low-key 
(some called it catatonic) presence on 
tour with John Cale. One good reason 
for that is because although his studio 
creds are impeccable, Spedding has 
never been known for reliability where 
his own career is concerned. He’s never 
done the commercially viable thing, 
ever; as aresult he has literally faded in 
and out of view. 

Sadly, his own albums are all but 
unknown, most notably his Mickey 
Most-produced debut and his (excel- 
lent — ask for it!) second album, the 
Chris Thomas-produced Hurt..On The 
Enemy Within, Spedding reinforces his 
unique sound by borrowing the nostal- 
gic purity of his first and the sonic 
punch of his second. As usual, he con- 
founds everyone who does know him 
by playing simply and plainly, (which is 
at odds with his true ability as a player 
—itseems he only becomes a virtuoso 
on other people’s records). Spedding’s 
own taste runs towards the Link Wray 
style “lone wolf mode,” meaning lots of 
pre-sanded, ready for painting sounds, 
almost utterly devoid of flash. Although 
he can leave his fans feeling disap- 
pointed by this, the rest won't know it 
and it won’t hurt them.

Cadillac Tramps guitarist Jonny 
Wickersham was dumfounded 
when asked last summer at In- 
fest’s alternative pilgrimmage 
about his band’s sound. “I don’t 
know,” he finally stammered. “It’s 
Cadillac music, man.” 

The Tramps, who play Bronx July 
14, might be beyond compare in 
their San Diego stomping grounds, 
but up in the hinterland, they would 
fit right into our percolating souped- 
up post-roots movement, a much- 
belated offshoot of the punk scene 
and an antidote to the sonic pacifica- 
tion of Barenaked Ladies and Spirit 
ofthe West of late. Put them ona bill 
north of the 49th with the likes of 
The Lost Wild Sons, The Lowest of 
the Low and The Lost Dakotas, and 
Wickersham, guitarist Brian 
Coakley, singer Mike Gaborno, bass- 
ist Warren Renfrow and drummer 
Spanky would metaphorically be 
right at home. 
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Last-minute substitutes at 
Moshfest 93 (filling in for SNFU, 
who balked after quibbling about 
theiralready overly-generous rider 
contract), Cadillac Tramps spewed 
forth their anarchistic amalgama- 
tion of crunchy sound bytes taken 
from DOA, Rank and File andeven 
some Chuck Berry. Not only did 
they dictate a new set of moshing 
ground rules, they also offered 
some consolation to over-30s who 
once slammed at Spartan’s but feel 
out of place at Bronx. 

Retro neuvo wavo? Hardly. The 
Tramps may occasionally backtrack 
into past reservoirs but they fre- 
quently come up with ideas from 
isolated puddles previously un- 
touched.
